“The PED also means we ean 
build a better relationship with 
Neptune Ward beeause we will be 
transferring direetly from here. 

“It’s really exeiting and I’m hop¬ 
ing it’s a win-win all round.” 

The emergeney department’s 
new CDU ean be used to review 
emergeney patients in a less elini¬ 
eal area with more attention to their 
eomfort. 

It is used partieularly for patients 
who are most likely to go home but 
may need an extended length of 
stay for more than four hours to 
eomplete their treatment or investi¬ 
gations. 

This enables the patient to be dis- 
eharged safely without the need for 
formal admission to a ward while 
ensuring the treatment and after- 
eare have been sorted thoroughly.

SOUTHEND Museums has been shortlist¬ 
ed for a major national award for its archae¬ 
ology scheme. The London Shipwreck 
Project. 

It was part of efforts to uncover the 
secrets of the historical wreck and enlisted 
local people to help with finds, including 
the sorting and conservation of artefacts. 

The ship sank on March 7 1665 when it 
mysteriously blew up at the Nore channel 
near Southend. 

Now the project has been shortlisted for 
the Museums and Heritage Awards for 
Excellence in the category of “project with 
a limited budget”. 

It will be going up against the 
V&AMuseum, Woodhom Museum and the 
Black Country Museum. 

The London was discovered in 2005 dur¬ 
ing works for the London Gateway. 

It was initially investigated by Wessex 
Archaeology, and local licensed divers. 

Southend Museum services won a grant 
from the Esmee Fairbairn Collection Fund 
to curate, conserve and display finds. 

Councillor for enterprise, tourism and 
economic development, Graham Longley 
said to be shortlisted was an excellent 
achievement for the project. 

He said: “It created great interest at the 
end of the pier last summer. 

“People can continue to feel involved by 
seeing pictures of the artefacts on show 
shortly in the Beecroft Gallery. 

“These highlight key moments during the 
project and show how Southend people 
worked together to preserve their fascinat¬ 
ing heritage. 

“This exhibition is very fitting to mark 
the 350th anniversary of the sinking of this 
vessel at the Nore near Southend, which 
was the traditional fleet assembly point in 
the Thames Estuary.” 


FACT BOX 

• The London was built in 
Chatham for the Cromwellian 
Navy in 1656. 

• It was just three completed 
second rate ships of the ten 
ordered for the Anglo-Dutch war. 


• The vessel was part of an 
English squadron sent to the 

Netherlands in 1660 to restore 
King Charles II to the English 
throne. 

• London’s career was cut 
short on March, 7,1665, when she 
blew up.

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Hundreds of empty 
homes back in use

A NEW report has highlighted how 
£115million worth of empty homes 
have been bought back into use 
across Southend over the last nine 
years. 

The Empty Homes Strategy 2015- 
2020 shows how successful the 
council has been tackling the blight 
of long term empty homes across the 
borough, and how it intends to con¬ 
tinue its work in the future. 

The report shows how 527 empty 
homes have been brought back into 
use in the last nine years and 55 
between 2013 and 2014. 

Work has helped to reduce the 
number of private homes that have 
been empty for more than six 
months from 1,463 in 2006 to 651 
in 2013. 

Only a small number of these are 
owned by social landlords with the 
majority being owned by private 
landlords or companies. 

Councillor for adult social care, 
health and housing, David Norman, 
said long term empty homes are a 
complete blight on local communi¬ 
ties. They can result in anti-social 
behaviour around the property. 


impact on the appearance of a street 
or estate, affect the character of the 
area and property values. 

The private sector housing team 
is working on a further 20 priority 
empty homes to bring them back 
into use. The strategy shows how in 
the next five years the council will 


look at reducing long term empty 
homes by a further 10 per cent. 

This will be done by prioritising 
the worst cases and working with 
property owners and taking enforce¬ 
ment action where necessary. 

Mr Norman said: “Whilst there are 
often valid reasons for a home being 


empty for a short period of time, it is 
long term properties that are the real 
scourge and the focus of this excel¬ 
lent strategy which will help to not 
only improve the appearance of the 
borough but more importantly bring 
back into use homes for families that 
need them.”

From tackling domestic abuse and rescuing elderly residents from a fire to crime-fighting in the 
community it’s all in the line of duty for staff and officers honoured at the Essex Police Awards 


SOUTHEND Police officers were among more 
than 200 staff and volunteers who attended the 
Essex Police Awards and Trophies 2015 held at 
Hylands Hall, Chelmsford, last week. 

Among the prize-winners was a team that 
works with domestic violent victims in Southend 
and neighbouring boroughs. 

Detective Inspector Caroline Venables won 
the Millard Trophy for her work managing the 
successful Op Juno team - the domestic abuse 
investigation unit for the south of Essex. 

The force said her leadership is substantial and 
her specialist knowledge very well respected. 

Presenting the awards to the winners. Chief 
Constable Stephen Kavanagh said: “Every day I 
hear stories of the fantastic work being carried 
out by so many officers and staff in Essex police 
to solve crime, protect people and help victims. 

“They do a difficult and often dangerous job 
and I want to be able to give them some recogni¬ 
tion for the excellent work that they do. 

“We often hear about the negative side of 
policing but at this event we have heard some 
truly humbling stories of dedication and com¬ 
mitment to the people of Essex. 

“Everyone at these awards should feel justly 
proud of their achievements and I say again a big 
well done and thank you to all those who are 
doing a fantastic job for Essex.” 

Former Brentwood police officer Tony 
Boothman, who lost an arm in a road crash won 
the Diversity Trophy for his work at Chelmsford 
HQ for promoting equality in the workplace. 

Serving Brentwood PC David Wilkinson won 
the Bennett Trophy for best student officer. 

The prize is based on feedback the Essex 
Police College receives from assessors and 
tutors working alongside the student officers. It 
was first presented in October 1959 by 



Alderman W. J. Bennett, then chairman of Essex 
County Council. 

PC Paul Downes, of the Local Policing 
Support Unit at Chelmsford, and PC Paul 
Barry, of Operational Policing Command at 
Boreham, risked their lives to enter a burning 
building and get two elderly women to safety. 
They were first on the scene at the blaze. 

They shared the Wilson Trophy in recognition 
of performing the most commendable or merito¬ 
rious act during the year. 

A spokesman said: “Realising they needed to 
take immediate action forced their way in, and 
with visibility at less than one foot, they found 
their way upstairs and managed to escort the two 
ladies outside.” 

The women were treated for smoke inhalation. 

PC Alex Plakhtienko was named police con¬ 
stable of the year for his work to reduce crime in 
Basildon’s Festival Leisure Park. 



PC Plakhtienko, a neighbourhood beat officer 
for more than six years, was hailed for working 
with businesses, councils, health groups and 
charities at Festival Leisure Park. 

He is credited with helping to reduce serious 
crime and associated drui^enness. 

Chelmsford police worker Pru Witherspoon 
was named staff member of the year for helping 
to recruit new officers. 

She was praised for her “excellent work” on a 
drive to recruit more Specials for Essex Police, 
crime reduction awareness at V Festival and the 
Standing Together against Domestic Abuse cam¬ 
paign. 

peso Lauren Bryant was named the best 
peso in Essex. 

A spokesman said: “Lauren delivers a high- 
quality service to residents and businesses on 
her patch in the Basildon area.” 

A Basildon special constable was named the 


best in Essex for coaxing down a suicidal 
woman from a bridge. 

Dan O’Connell won the top prize and judges 
also singled him out for 67 arrests during his ser¬ 
vice with Essex Police since 2007. 

A spokesman said: “He fits his duties as a 
Special around working in the Force Control 
Room as a civilian communications officer. He 
was also instrumental in persuading a woman 
who was threatening to jump off a bridge over 
the A127 to climb back to safety.”

FEMALE fire brigade operators have walked out 
on an eight-day strike, claiming a new shift pat¬ 
tern in Essex will “disproportionately affect 
women”. 

The workers went on strike from 7 am last 
Tuesday and said they would not return until 7am 
on Wednesday. 

They blamed a new shift system, which they 
said had “seen some emergency control opera¬ 
tors having to leave their jobs or drastically 
reduce their hours and pay” and claimed that 
some workers were considering leaving over the 
changes. 

William Murphy, of the Fire Brigade Union, 
said: “Not only will this be the longest strike to 
date, but all the strikers are likely to be women.” 

He said Essex fire chiefs had “ignored cost- 
neutral alternatives that could avert the industri¬ 
al action”. 

Jo Byrne, who represents control operators on 
the union’s executive council, said: “Despite the 
willingness of Essex control staff to accept com¬ 
promise, Essex fire service management have 
just forged ahead and imposed the shift changes 
anyway. 

“We have celebrated International Women’s 
Day. These shifts disproportionately affect 
women with young families and a number of our 
members have been forced to leave the service, 
while others have had no choice other than to 
reduce their hours and pay to fit in with available 
childcare. 

“It’s not lost on anyone that the decision to 
impose these unworkable shifts into the Essex 
control room was taken by a senior management 
team consisting predominantly of middle-aged 
men who have no intention of working the shift 
system themselves.” 

Essex County Fire and Rescue Service said: 
“Essex will once again have strong contingency 
arrangements in place to protect the county and 
members of the public will not be affected by 
this action. 

“This strike action will not impact on fire 
appliances turning up at incidents as the men and 
women in control are those that take 999 calls.”

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Ex-police chief faces legal action 


POLICE and Crime Commissioner 
Nick Alston is suing former Chief 
Constable Roger Baker for £85,000. 

Mr Alston said he had commenced 
legal proceedings against Mr Baker, 
who retired in July 2009. 

He said the former Chief 
Constable had received the money in 
the form of “retention payments”, 
also known as a “golden handcuff” 
deal. 

However, Mr Alston’s office has 
refused to comment on how much it 
will cost taxpayers to pursue Mr 
Baker through the courts. 

The payments were signed off by 


the Essex Police Authority, which 
was replaced by the Police 
Commissioner’s department in late 
2012. 

Mr Alston said the payments went 
beyond figures agreed nationally for 
senior officers’ pay. 

In a statement issued last week, Mr 
Alston said: “In the summer of 2013 
I was advised that so-called ‘reten¬ 
tion payments’ made to Roger 
Baker, a former Chief Constable of 
Essex Police, were outside the 
national Police Negotiating Board 
agreements. 

“Since that time I have been seek¬ 


ing clarification for the rationale and 
legal authority for those payments. 

“I have continued to progress this 
matter robustly, always seeking to 
achieve a resolution that it is in the 
best interests of the people of Essex. 

“I can confirm that I have now 
commenced legal proceedings to 
seek to recover £85,000, plus inter¬ 
est, from Mr Baker. As legal pro¬ 
ceedings are now active, I am unable 
to say anything further about this 
specific case.” 

Asked whether anybody had esti¬ 
mated the likely cost of a court case, 
a spokesman for Mr Alston said: “It 


would not be appropriate to disclose 
legal costs at this stage.” 

The YA contacted Mr Baker 
through Colchester Hospital, where 
he currently works as a non-execu¬ 
tive director. 

The hospital press office issued a 
statement from Mr Baker, which 
said: “As this is an ongoing legal 
proceedings issue, I will not be mak¬ 
ing any comment.”

The facts behind house prices 



H ouse prices in the latest three months 
(December to February) were 2.6 per 
cent higher than in the previous three 
months (September to November). 

The quarterly rate of change increased for 
the second successive month. Nonetheless, 
it remains below the rates recorded between 
July and September 2014. 

The three monthly rates increased despite 
a small monthly fall in February due to robust 
rises in both December and January. Prices 
in the three months to February were 8.3 per 
cent higher than in the same three months a 
year earlier. 

This was a little lower than January’s annual 
increase of 8.5 per cent and significantly below 
the peak of 10.2 per cent in July 2014 
House prices fell by 0.3 per cent between 
January and February, partly offsetting 
January’s 1.9 per cent rise. 

Home sales eased further in January 2015 
Despite a 15 per cent increase between 
2013 and 2014, home sales fell for the 
fourth consecutive month in January. 

Sales in the three months to January were 
2.5 per cent lower than in the preceding three 
months and sales in January 2015 were 6.1 
per cent lower than in January 2014. 
Mortgage approvals rise 
The volume of mortgage approvals for house 


purchases - a leading indicator of completed 
house sales - increased for the second con¬ 
secutive month in January, to 60,786. 

The recent modest rise in approvals follows 
five successive monthly falls between July 
and November 2014. 

Approvals in January 2015 were also 20 
per cent lower than in January 2014. 

House building rises further and increased 
in 2014 with the number of completions in 
England improving by 8 per cent from 
109,490 in 2013 to 118,760 in 2014. This 
was the second successive annual increase. 


Despite this pick-up, the level of comple¬ 
tions remained 33 per cent below the total in 
2007 and is well below the rate at which 
new households are being formed. 

The number of new homes being started in 
the final quarter of 2014 was also 9 per cent 
lower than in the same period a year earlier. 
Supply remains tight 
New instructions increased for the first 
time in six months in January. There was also 
a modest rise in the number of properties for 
sale on surveyors’ books. 

Nonetheless, the supply of homes on the 


market remains low and has changed little 
over the past year 

Commenting, Martin Ellis, housing econo¬ 
mist, said: "House prices in the three months 
to February were 2.6 per cent higher than in 
the preceding three months. 

“This measure of the underlying rate of 
house price growth increased for the second 
consecutive month in February despite a 
small monthly fall in prices. 

“Annual price growth nonetheless eased, 
from 8.5 per cent in January to 8.3 per cent, 
and is comfortably below last July’s peak of 
10.2 per cent. 

“The firming in price growth shown by the 
recent pick-up in the three month-on-three 
month comparison and indications of a 
modest rise in activity are likely to be due to 
a boost to housing demand as a result of 
increases in real earnings and spending 
power, further recent falls in mortgage rates 
and stamp duty changes. 

“The supply of new and second-hand homes 
available for sale remains low; another factor 
that is likely to be supporting house prices. 

“Supply remains tight despite housebuild¬ 
ing in England increasing for the second 
consecutive year in 2014 and a recent rise in 
the number of properties coming on to the 
market.’’

Q. With the 
Budget just 
round the corner, 
and a General 
Election in May, 
is there any point 
putting my home 
on the market 
now, or should I 
wait? 

A. The Budget is 
probably not 

something you need to 
worry about. After all, 
the Chancellor has 
only just taken steps to 
boost the property 
market by reforming 
Stamp Duty. But in any case, even if he 
was minded to do so, he’s hardly likely 
to announce any bad news this close to 
an Election! 

The Election itself is a different matter, 
however. It is undeniable that General 
Elections do tend to have something of a 
depressing effect on the market - probably 
due to the extra uncertainty they introduce 
into our lives. Consequently, both buyers 
and sellers have a tendency to hold back 
from making any major decisions until the 
result - and the consequences of that 
result - have become clearer. 

In the case of this particular Election, that 
uncertainty may be even greater than 
usual, since the result looks too close to 
call. Indeed, with voting fragmented 
between more parties than ever before. 


many commentators 
view the most likely 
result to be another hung 
parliament. Talk of a 
possible Mansion Tax 
doesn’t help, either. 
Given all this, I can 
certainly understand why 
you might be tempted to 
wait and see how the 
land lies. After all, from 
your question, you’re 
clearly not in any tearing 
hurry to move. Besides, 
you could always spend 
the next few weeks 
getting everything lined 
up so that you can be 
one of the first to hit the 
market once the political 
dust has settled. 

But then again, if you 
really do need to move 
home fairly soon - and if your current 
property is already in tiptop condition - 
then there’s an equally strong case for 
going to market right away, rather than 
waiting. After all, while some buyers may 
have other things on their minds, this is 
likely to be offset by the fact that there is a 
serious shortage of properties on the 
market at the moment. Besides, the 
uncertainty engendered by an Election 
doesn’t always evaporate immediately the 
votes are counted. 

All in all then, I suppose this is just a 
roundabout way of saying that there are 
potential pluses and minuses in every 
situation. Ultimately, there is no right or 
wrong time to put your home on the market. 
You must do it when it suits you - Election 
or no Election.

THE DIVERGENT SERIES: 
INSURGENT (12A, 119 mins) 


A dapted from 

Veronica Roth's best¬ 
selling trilogy for 
young adults. Insurgent is a 
slickly engineered sequel 
that moves the dystopian 
narrative along at pace to a 
startling final revelation. 

Robert Schwentke's 
action-packed film crams its 
visual pyrotechnics into the 
climactic 30 minutes when 
Shailene Woodley's heroine 
Tris must complete a series 
of tasks to prove that she 
possesses the qualities of all 
five factions: the selfless¬ 
ness of Abnegation, the 
courage of Dauntless, the 
honesty of Candor, the intel¬ 
ligence of Erudite and the 
inner peace of Amity. 

These trials include a visual¬ 
ly stunning race against time 
to rescue Tris's mother 
(Ashley Judd) from a burning 
building that rotates as it 
ascends to the heavens and 
fisticuffs between the heroine 
and her diabolical doppel- 
ganger. 

Woodley accomplishes 
these feats with aplomb, but 


it's during the film's quieter 
moments that she excels. 

In particular, a scene of 
unburdening facilitated by a 
truth serum is a tour-de¬ 
force of raw, tear-stained 
emotion that bodes well for 
the concluding chapter 
Allegiance, which will be 
released in two parts a la 
The Hunger Games. 

When it comes to milking 
cash cows, Hollywood 
prefers them desiccated 
when the end credits roll. 

The second film opens 
with Tris (Woodley), her lover 
Four (Theo James), brother 
Caleb (Ansel Elgort) and 
Dauntless traitor Peter (Miles 
Teller) ensconced in the 
pacifist enclave of Amity 
under the jurisdiction of 
Johanna (Octavia Spencer). 

Tensions between Tris and 
Peter spill over just as the 
gun-toting forces of Erudite 
gatecrash the bucolic idyll. 

Peter betrays the fugitives 
but Tris, Four and Caleb 
escape and head for the 
only sanctuary left to them: 
the realm of the factionless 
under the control of Four's 
conniving mother, Evelyn 
(Naomi Watts). 


"If we were to combine 
forces, we'd be unstop¬ 
pable," enthuses Evelyn, 
sensing an opportunity to 
overthrow Jeanine (Kate 
Winslet) and her cohorts 
from Erudite. 

Allegiances are tested as 
Tris and Four disagree about 
the way forward. Meanwhile, 
Jeanine hunts down 
Divergents to unlock a box 
that purportedly contains 
the key to eradicating the 
misfits once and for all. 

Although it lacks the sus¬ 
tained visceral thrills and 
sense of jeopardy that distin¬ 
guished the first film. 

Insurgent confidently lays the 
groundwork for a fraught 
journey back to humanity. 

While Woodley excels in 
every frame, many of her 
co-stars are underused, 
particularly Whiplash drum¬ 
mer boy Teller and Elgort. 

Director Schwentke, who 
previously captained Jodie 
Foster in the airborne thriller 
Flightplan, safely pilots the 
sequel through dramatic tur¬ 
bulence, knowing the best is 
yet to come.

T ake a step back in time to 
the swinging sixties, fabulous 
fifties or fighting forties, at the 
East Anglian Railway Museum. 

These are just a flavour of some 
of the events at the museum, situ¬ 
ated on the edge of breathtaking 
Constable Country, throughout the 
year - all of which offer something 
for the whole family. 

East Anglian Railway Museum is 
a living history site, situated adja¬ 
cent to one of the largest railway 
viaducts in eastern England. 

With original Victorian buildings, 
restored trains and carriages, a 
signal box where you call pull the 
levers and plenty of interactive dis¬ 
plays, the museum is a hidden 
gem just a short drive from 
Colchester. 

The whole site, built around the 
working railway station of Chappel 
and Wakes Colne which operates 
National Rail services to Marks Tey 
and Sudbury, is dedicated to telling 
the story of all periods of railway 
history and people's lives in East 
Anglia from the 1840s to the pre¬ 
sent day. 

The Stour Valley Railway 
Preservation Society, formed in 
1968, established its headquarters 
at Chappel and Wakes Colne 
Station the following year, leasing 


the redundant goods yard, goods 
shed, signal box and station build¬ 
ings from British Rail. 

Despite the fact it took it on as a 
derelict site with no electricity and 
dismantled tracks, it held its first 
public steam day less that a hun¬ 
dred days later, taking passengers 
along a third of a mile of relaid 
track. 

Members of the society quickly 
restored the buildings, turned the 
goods shed into a workshop and 
part of the station buildings into a 
book and gift shop, and went on to 
create a museum which not only 
portrays a typical East Anglian 
country junction station as it would 
have been in the late 1950s, but 
also has a comprehensive collection 
of railway architecture, locomotives, 
carriages and wagons. 

Wander around the waiting room 
and peer into the ticket office 
before crossing the footbridge - 
moved to the site from Sudbury 
Station - to platform two and step 
inside different railway carriages 
from days gone by. 

Head around to platform three 


where you will see a cattle carriage 
which would have transported ani¬ 
mals, and take a look in the 
restoration shed where volunteers 
work hard to preserve trains and 
engines from the past. 

Step inside the goods shed and 
visit the clerk's office, and take a 
tour of the heritage centre where 
you can find out more about the 
history of the railway and see a 
station scene. 

If you have children with you then 
don't forget to pick up Milo Mouse 
trail sheets at reception and let 
them dress up as a station master, 
or pick up tickets for one of their 
Day Out with Thomas days. 

Up-and-coming events at the 
museum this year include Living 
History: Swinging Sixties on 
Sunday and Monday, May 3 and 4; 
a Transport Extravaganza on 
Sunday and Monday, May 24 and 
25; Father's Day Trains on Sunday, 
June 21, when you can enjoy 
unlimited rides on steam trains and 
take part in their diesel Driver for a 
Fiver event; the Chappel Cider 
Festival from Friday to Sunday, 


June 26-28; Living History: 
Fabulous Fifties on Sunday, July 5; 
Living History: Fighting Forties on 
Sunday, August 2; the Chappel 
Beer Festival from Tuesday to 
Saturday, September 8 to 12; and 
a Small Trains Day on Sunday, 
October 4. 

There are also miniature railway 
rides for adults and children during 
all school holidays on Wednesdays 
and weekends for just 50p per 


ride, and Day Out with Thomas 
events on August Bank Holiday 
weekend, from Saturday to 
Monday, August 29 to 31, spooky 
days out with Thomas on 
Saturday, October 31, and Sunday, 
November 1, and festive days out 
with Thomas on December 6, 13 
and 20.

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Griffin greats hit the road to Geneva

IN 1815 Napoleon returned from exile in 
Elba and begun a 100-day maroh with his 
army heading to Paris to overthrow Louis 
XVIII. 

The first part of his journey is now named 
the Route Napoleon and runs from the 
shores of the Mediterranean to Grenoble in 
the southern Alps.The French dictator and 
his army took six days to complete the tor¬ 
tuous, winding mountain trail. 

I managed it in less than half a day thanks 
to being behind the wheel of some of 
Vauxhall’s finest new motors and a selection 
of classics from the company’s historic col¬ 
lection. 

The starting point was Casino Square in 
Monaco where the stunning line-up of 
Vauxhalls past and present attracted the 
attention of locals and tourists. 

My first motor for the drive was a 1982 
Mk2 Cavalier 2.0 which cost £7,941 when 
new and despite its age it handled well on 
some of the twisty roads to our first stop in 
Entrevaux 53 miles away. 

Next for the 55-mile drive to Digne-les- 
Bains was a new Mokka Limited Edition 1.6 
CDTi. It was the first time in this small SUV 
crossover which is fitted with the latest 
159800 Whisper Diesel engine, and I can 
see why it got its name. 

As well as having plenty of power it is 
refined and it’s hard to tell it’s an oil-burner.

Now for something completely different for 
the 60-mile leg to Col Bayard - a 1969 Viva 
GT. I’m old enough to remember driving 
cars in the 60s, and my experience in the 
GT brought it all back. 

No power steering, just four forward gears, 
slim steering wheel and skinny 13-inch tyres. 

It's not best equipped for mountain roads, 
especially when we got lost and ended up 
on a narrow track with a 500ft drop into a 
valley below before we eventually returned 
to the Route Napoleon. 

But it was fun, if a bit nerve-racking. 

At the time the Viva GT was classed as a 
performance car, but its top speed was just 
lOOmph and it took 10.7 seconds to hit 
60mph and gulped fuel. 


You could expect just 21 to 26 mpg. 

For the next 54 miles from Col Bayard to 
Grenoble we were back in comparative 
comfort in a 1994 Mk3 Cavalier which, after 
the Viva GT experience, seemed like the lap 
of luxury with comfortable heated seats, a 
powerful 168bhp 2.5 6-cylinder engine and 
a respectable 0-60mph time of just 10.5 
seconds. 

Built from 1988 to 1995 the Mk3 we drove 
cost £18,350 new and I can see why it was 
a popular choice as a reps’ car offering 
space and a comfortable ride, although fuel 
economy in those days was low with the 
Cavalier achieving just 22 to 25 mpg. 

After an overnight stop in Grenoble we 
headed for Geneva to attend the 


International Motor Show and the first leg to 
Annecy 74 miles away was completed - in 
torrential rain - in one of Vauxhall’s latest 
offerings in the Adam range, the Grand Slam 
1.4T. 

It was my first experience in this gutsy little 
motor powered by a 150bhp petrol unit 
which gives its a very respectable 0-60mph 
time of 8.5 seconds and on to 130. 

I was glad we were in a modern Vauxhall, 
considering the conditions, the Adam 
proved to be an agile performer on demand¬ 
ing roads and it offers exciting driving with a 
high-performance chassis, plus it is attrac¬ 
tive inside and out with nice touches such 
as 18in alloys, small roof spoiler, VXR styling 
pack and a coloured roof. 

The last 40-mile lap from Annecy to Lake 
Geneva was completed in Vauxhall’s insignia 
Sport Tourer Tech Line 2.0 CDTi which also 
has the new Whisper Diesel engine. 

It's a great motorway cruiser, especially in 
the weather we encountered, with a good 
list of standard safety and comfort features 
and it’s no slouch having a top speed of 
137mph and sprint time of 9.4 seconds to 
60mph. 

It was the fifth time Vauxhall had organised 
the Griffin Greats event and after covering 
336 miles on some of the most testing 
roads in Europe it was time for the Geneva 
show where Vauxhall chairman Tim Tozer 
arranged a pre-show viewing of the all-new 
Viva. How things have moved on.

Heat is on for drug-drivers

WITH the focus on the law having been for 
some years on drink-driving, you would be 
forgiven for thinking that drivers on drugs 
have had it easy. But not any more. 

The misguided who think that they can get 
behind the wheel after smoking cannabis or 
a snort of cocaine are now very much in the 
firing line. 

A new law against drug-driving makes it a 
criminal offence to drive with drugs in your 
body in England and Wales, removing the 
need to prove impairment and making it 
much easier to prosecute drug drivers. 

The new law has specified zero-tolerance 
limits for a range of illegal drugs, and will be 
enforced with the aid of roadside screening 
devices. Those found guilty will face a maxi¬ 
mum six-month jail sentence, £5,000 fine, 
and automatic 12-month driving ban. 

The extent of the UK's drug-driving prob¬ 
lem was revealed by road safety charity 
Brake in a survey which found that the 


equivalent of one million drivers (3 per cent) 
admitted to having driven on drugs in the 
past year. 

One in nine (11 per cent) said they thought 
they had been a passenger with a driver on 
drugs. It is estimated that drug-driving may 
account for as many as 200 deaths a year 
in the UK. 

As well as tackling drivers on illegal drugs, 
the law clarifies the position for drivers using 
prescribed medication. 

It states that taking medication in accor¬ 
dance with the advice of a healthcare pro¬ 
fessional will not incur the risk of arrest. 

But there are some over-the-counter med¬ 
ications that can make you unsafe on the 
road, so it is always wise to read the label, 
or check with their doctor or pharmacist if 
you are unsure, and never to drive if your 
driving may be impaired. 

As of this month it is an offence to drive 
with drugs in your body in England and 
Wales, regardless of whether impairment is 
proven.

INJURY HIT 
HAMMERS 


Arsenal 3 West Ham United 0 
Brian Jeeves reporting from the 
Emirates Stadium 

WEST Ham United’s dismal run of 
form continued as goals from Olivi¬ 
er Giroud, Aaron Ramsey and Math- 
ieu Flamini earned Arsenal a com¬ 
prehensive victory on Saturday. 

Arsene Wenger’s Gunners once 
again look a sure-fire bet for a 
Champions League berth, and went 
into the game off the back of seven 
straight Premier League victories at 
the Emirates. 

West Ham on the other hand, have 
slipped out of form, and contention, 
after a wretched run which has seen 
them without a win in six. Although 
an encouraging display last time out 
against leaders Chelsea at Upton Park, 
suggested that a change in fortune 
might not be too far over the horizon. 

Nevertheless, the visitors hadn’t 
beaten Arsenal in 14 attempts, losing 
the last nine, and if West Ham’s task 
wasn’t difficult enough, it was made 
all the more harder with the loss of 
Winston Reid (hamstring), James 
Tomkins (dislocated shoulder) and 
Enner Valencia, who suffered a “deep 
laceration to his toe” after treading on 
a broken teacup at home. 

The Hammers also had to do with¬ 
out Carl Jenkinson, who was unavail¬ 
able due to the terms of his loan 
agreement between the two clubs. 

Arsenal started the brighter and 
created the best of the opening 
opportunities. Mesut Ozil picked out 
Theo Walcott with a delicious 
reverse pass, but Hammers reliable 
defender James Collins saved the 
day with a brilliant last-ditch tackle. 

Soon after. Hammers goalkeeper 
Adrian was forced into a flying save 
to deny Alexis Sanchez following a 
flowing Gunners raid down the right. 

But the Hammers almost grabbed 
an unlikely lead when David Ospina 
did well to claw out Kevin Nolan’s 
vicious drive. 

But it was Arsenal who continued 
to show greater initiative. Adrian 


finger-tipped over a looping effort 
from Ramsey, and then parried away 
from Walcott after the England man 
had wriggled clear. 

Adrian continued to thwart the home 
side, this time producing a reflex save 
to keep out a fizzing attempt from the 
electric Sanchez. Hammers responded, 
Laurent Koscielny blocked from 
Diafra Sakho after Alex Song had 
crafted the opening. 

Just before the interval Arsenal 
passed up another glorious opportuni¬ 
ty. Walcott was unable to direct into a 
gapping goal after Ozil’s low 
drive had been pushed out by Adrian. 

But the Hammers couldn’t hold 
on. A crisp series of passes led to 
Olivier Giroud finding room to the 
right and the Frenchman dispatched 
a thundering strike beyond Adrian. 

After the break. West Ham were 
first to threaten, Ospina 
bravely blocked from Sakho, while 
Mark Noble’s follow-up was way¬ 
ward, then Jarvis fired disappoint¬ 
ingly over after Stewart Downing’s 
flag-kick had only been half cleared. 

Referee Chris Foy was forced off 
injured and Anthony Taylor 
replaced the stricken official. 


Arsenal should have made the 
game safe when Ramsey pulled an 
effort wide of the target after Ozil 
and substitute Danny Welbeck had 
teed him up, while the over-worked 
Adrian did well to stop the former 
Manchester United man, saving with 
his feet at the near post. 

But Arsenal were not to be denied. 
Ramsey combined well with Giroud, 
before sending a sweet strike beyond 
Adrian to double the Gunners’ 
advantage. 

And before the crowd had time to 
draw breath it was three. 

Flamini had been on the field a 
matter of seconds, arriving on queue 
at the far post to sweep Cazorla’s low 
centre past the helpless West Ham 
keeper, putting the contest beyond 
reasonable doubt. 

Kouyate fired a late chance over 
for the Hammers, but they were now 
showing all the signs of a team long¬ 
ing for the final whistle. 

In the closing minutes the brilliant 
Adrian produced another top-draw 
save, this time denying Welbeck. 

The keeper’s fantastic display was 
made all the more remarkable when it 
was revealed he had dislocated his 


finger in the pre-match warm-up and 
had played through the pain barrier. 

Hammers assistant Neil McDonald 
faced the media, saying; “The game 
plan was to stifle Arsenal as much as 
we could, but we didn’t really pass 
the ball as well as we could to try 
and move up the pitch.” 

Upbeat Arsenal boss Wenger said: 
“I think overall it’s a good perfor¬ 
mance. 

“In the second half we looked a bit 
short of energy for a while. We had 
to be patient, organised and steady.” 

West Ham now look to arrest their 
slump when Sunderland visit Upton 
Park on Saturday, kick-off 5.30pm.
